Mr. JONAS sunk 

Mr. Pkebihkxt : While (in u member of the Committee on the Im- 
provement nl' the Mississippi River and itn tributaries, I gave my 
consent tlmt the bill now before the Senate should be reported, I yet 
reserved my tight hi support tin.' amendment to he oftered by the 
honorable Senator from Arkansas, [Mr. Uarlaxii,] and to o tier my - 
mlf KD other amendment partly in tho mime line, that of declaring 
it. In he the polity and duty of this (ioverament, both to maintain 
and improve the navigation of-the Mississippi River, ami at the same 
time to guard against and prevent the destructive (mil periodical 
ov erl low of its bunk*. 

Until the hill and amendments provide that the money to be ap- 
propriated ahull bfl expended "under the direction of the Mississippi 
h'iver commission," and "in accordance with plans recommended 
by said coimniHHion," and 1 propose to show not only that these plans 
include, and recommend to a huge extent. measures for the protec- 
tion of the alluvial lands in ilie Mississippi Valley fronnWr >'■• , 
hat that the river- eouutujwion were exWrtSsly charged with the duty 
ring such plans and submitting them to

In tile bill 1 1 purled liy tin: committee file following proviso luis 
Wen inserted : 

Pruritic/, That no part of tlie stun herein appropHjitorl slmll be u#ed in thi" roii- 
strueEtoil or repuir ofjeriefl for tin 1 purpose of piaventjnif injury to lamis by oyor- 
thor, or for any other pn 17*01*0 H-tuttcvor, exoajftas ajaeans pf deepening therlian- 
nel.i or improving the navigation of <ihl riven*. 

This proviso embodies in 11 mutlitied form the prejudice and hos- 
tility which bad long exisied, both in and out of Congress, to any 
Hi-unsure 1'or tin; improvement: and development of this magnificent 
natural wutei'-way which, while aooiunplishiug thai object, shall 
afford protection to the alluvial lands through which it flows to meet 
the soa. 

This objection is urged even now, in the fnee of the great misfor- 
tune which has befallen the lowlands nf the Mississippi Valley, and 
which litis rod 1 iced one of the most prosperous ngi-it-ultnnil (list riots 
of (he earth to n com para live wasto, and thrown many thousands of 
contented and well-to-do laborers upon the generous charity of the 
Government 1'or bread with which to maintain life. 

Many Senators and members of t'nngressuro willing to vote liberal 
appriipriutions for the purpose of preserving a proper depth of water 
in Ihe ehanni] of the river daring the low-water season who eatinol 
(KM llieir way to tint expenditure of a dollar for the purpose of re- 
straining the water within the banks of the river during the season 
oMiigh water. Ileum this proviso. 

Hut, Mr. President, us I said before, tin* is not a new ipiostion. It 
was settled in the passage of the bill creating the Mississippi Kiver 
1 ommisafon. 

Tlial CtJtirftriatrion wns charged by it* organic net with the duty of 
preparing plans for the protection "f the bank* 01' the river and for 
preventing " destructive floodfi." Thoj li;n e made their sniTeys, 
they have ib-teriuiaeil npou plans both for deejienini; the channel 
and protecting the banks of the river, and for preventing destructive 
overflows. They have performed in part the duty assigned t hem, 
and have reported their plans and estimates to Congress us directed, 
and now when weeotne linuuke an appropriation to earry out those 
plans we are about to say that not a dollar of that appropriation it) 
to In- used lor the purpose of pre veil ling injury to hinds by overflow, 
lit least by the const rucfioii and repair of leiel-s. which, in I In- npiii- 
ion of the taimniission as well as of nearly all engineers and practical 
men, is the only mode of preventing destructive overliows, 

I di I think, Mr. l'li-sidcut, that we should take such u step 

backward; certainly the country doe> not expi-it it of us; certainly 
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iint when the svlmlii valley of tfce Mississippi is deluged with its 
waters, ami ill" riparian proprietore, as well m the .States atl'coied, 
are powotlciw in rtn.v its ravages. 

The Mississippi River, Mr. President, is a great highway hel»n<ring 
tii the u.iliiin, and extending from its northern frontier to the fiidf 
of Mexico, Its waters Irtish (he shores nf ten States, mid it receives 
Iho wnter-sliod of nineteen States ami all nf mir Territories oast «f 
the Kooky Mountain*. It is tun great for individual control, and its 
waters pass rrtnii the jurisdiction of any one Stat*. No corporation 
ww be termed grand enough ti> control i1 even if the polios oi' out 
(hivernmcnt ami the interest of the people would permit ihut it should 

be submitted to such control. No State lias BOWarto bind it ii] plnee 

iiinit on its linw of waters, or to make treaties with her sister States 

in order to secure united action Cor that purpose. The groat Stutes 
of tin' Northwest, along which it Hows, safely intrenched between 
bills and highlands, demand that it should bear their rich products 
of wheat 11 mi corn and pork and cattle to the markets of t lio .South 
amt Of Europe, ami ask too Government to improve and main fain its 
channel so tloit tho eoat of such transportation may ho ruduoed and 
its efliciuncy increased. 

'Die people of the Southwestern States, along whose alluvial hanks 
(lie mighty river wends its way to tho sea, Join in this prayer, for 
they live purchasers and eousiitnets nfthe hreadstuflK and provisions 
produced hy their brethren, for whieh they pay with tho price of 
their great staple which clothes half the world and forms the great 
medium of exchange between this country and Europe. 

Shall nne interest lie protected and another destroyed f Shall the 
channel he deepened in the sea so that the prod tier o( the North ami 
West may lie safely ami cheaply conveyed to market, and shall the 
waters lie permitted In uverllnw arid desolate the muguilieciil coun- 
try between Cairo and the Gulf ! Shall the great river lio made a 
tnNei:iri inn and a blessing to one portion of our people and ho per- 
mitted to carry ruin ami desolation to another! And is it to the 
interest of the great grain and food producing North and Wad that 
their best home market should lie impoverished and destroyed f
